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A Doctor Speaks Out 
U.S. Health Care Criticized

BOSTON (AP) — An official of 
the 
Am erican 
Medical 
Association today criticized 
organized medicine, the federal 
governm ent and local com­ 
munities for what he termed 
failure to team up toward 
solving national problems of 
health care. 
Dr. L. J. Snyder of Fresno, 
Calif., chairman of the AMA’s 
Council on Rural Health, did so 
in declaring that the health 


services problem s of rural 
America — with its estimated 55 
million inhabitants — are 
among the most acute for the 
nption, especially the problems 
of the rural poor. 
In a speech prepared for a 
special AMA-sponsored con­ 
ference on “New Approaches to 
Health Care Delivery,” held on 
the eve of the organization’s 24th 
clinical convention, Dr. Snyder 
said: 
“Health service provision for 
all Americans has become a 


topic for acrimonious debate 
across this land. 
Piecemeal 
legislation has been written and 
funded at the federal level. 
“ Multiple experim ents in 
health-service provision are 
being tested by governmental 
agencies, medical schools and 
organized medicine.” 
But, he added: 
“At no time 
have I seen legitimate evidence 
of a real com m ittm ent to 
anning for solutions to the 
ilemma 
of 
distribution, 
delivery and quality of health 


services in this country. 
“At no point have organized 
medicine, 
federal 
health 
agencies 
or 
community 
leadership formed a true part­ 
nership sharing 
resources, 
expertise, and concern.” 


He said the shortage of 
physicians in rural areas is 
growing as older ones retire or 
die and younger ones move to 
cities 
or 
into 
specialized 
training.

Enemy Activity Reported

SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Command said today there have 
been more than 14,000 incidents 
and sightings indicating enemy 
activity 
in 
V ietnam ’s 
Demilitarized Zone since the 
United States stopped bombing 
North Vietnam on Nov. 1, 1968. 
During the same period, a 
spokesman said, 
there have 
been 
more 
than 
7,000 
“ engagem ents” 
in 
which 
American planes, artillery or 
ground forces attacked North 
Vietnamese positions inside the 
6-mile-wide zone. 


The spokesman said U.S. and 
South 
Vietnam ese 
patrols 
operate in the southern half of 
the DMZ “from time to time, 
whenever there are indications 
of enemy 
activity 
in 
the 
southern half which may con­ 
stitute a threat to allied forces 
located in the Republic of 
Vietnam south of the DMZ.” 
The U.S. Command said 
m ilitary security “ precludes 
providing frequency of these 
patrols or public announcement 
of these patrols. If patrols make 
significant contact they are 
announced just as is any 


significant contact.” 
The Command said there are 
no U.S. ground combat troops 
operating in North Vietnam, but 
when asked if the term “ground 
com bat 
troops” 
includes 
reconnaissance patrols and 
sabotage teams, a spokesman 
said: 
“I’m not going to go 
beyond my statement.” 
It 
is 
known 
that 
sm all 
reconnaissance patrols made up 
of civilian irregulars and led by 
American special forces troops 
operate in Laos. 
There have 
been unconfirmed reports of 
similar patrols operating on 


North Vietnam’s border with 
Laos to check out the movement 
of enemy supplies and troops. 


Under 
questioning, 
the 
Command acknowledged that 
many of the incidents inside the 
DMZ are not reported on a daily 
basis. But the spokesman said 
there have been no enemy 
mortar or rocket attacks across 
the DMZ since March. The last 
time

naissance plane wa?. fired on 
was two months ago, he said. 
This had not been reported 
previously. 
Trappist Monastery 
Destroyed In Blaze

Fire completely destroyed the 
main building at the Trappist 
Monastery at Vina early this 
morning but

monks 
sleeping in the dormitory ex- 
caped uninjured. Wind and rain 
isolated the fire to the one 
structure leaving the church 
undamaged. 


Five division of forestry fire 
trucks and the Corning volun­ 
teer unit responded to an alarm 
from the monastery about one 
a.m. Cause of the fire has not 
been determined but Brother 
Regis, director of works, said it 
appears to have been either 


faulty wiring or a fault in the oil 
furnace that heated the struc­ 
ture. 
Brother Regis said the monks 
will move down to a small guest 
house to live until funds can be 
raised to build another struc­ 
ture. The division of forestry is 
providing the monastery with 
blankets for the monks. The loss 
is estimated at about $200,000. 
Insurance is expected to replace 
about one-third of that. 
The monastery was housed in 
the old Stanford ranch house 
built around 1900 which was part 
of California’s first commercial 
vineyard.

‘Extraordinary’ Talk 
About Belt Tightening

SACRAMENTO 
(A P) 
— 
California’s state fiscal crisis 
was believed today to be the 
subject of an 
extraordinary 
meeting of state officials called 
by Gov. Reagan for Monday. 
Word circulated in the Capitol 
that the Republican governor 
would announce a tough belt- 
tightening program during the 
coming year. 
The state faces a budget 
deficit of up to $500 million — 
depending whose estimates you 
listen to — in the coming fiscal 
year. 
F ia n c e Director Verne Orr 
declared the administration’s 
policy is to try to weather the 
crisis without a major tax in­ 
crease. 


Reagan is adamantly against 
a tax hike, Orr said. 
The alternative would be a 
“squeeze - and-cut-and-trim” 
policy on spending, or even a 
blanket cutback of the type 
order by Reagan when he came 
into office four years ago. 
The bleak fiscal picture is 
caused by a combination of 
factors including: 


—Spiraling welfare costs, a 
m ajor 
target 
of 
R eagan’s 
budget-cutting desires. 
—A dip in expected income 
from taxes and other revenue 
sources because of the economic 
slump. 
— Inflation, boosting the cost 
of government services beyond 
expectations. 


SOVIET MISSILE TEST 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Russians have conducted the 
first long-range test firing of an 
improved SS13 intercontinental 
ballistic missile into the Pacific, 
the Pentagon announced today. 
This was also the first Soviet 
missile test into the mid-Pacific 
since Moscow gave public notice 
a month ago that it would 
conduct a series of missile firing 
tests into that area. 
The SS13 is one of several 
types of Soviet ICBMs included 
in their arsenal, estimated to 
number about 1,400 weapons in 
all. 


MOYNIHAN LEAVING 
WASHINGTON (AP) — White 
House adviser Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan has abruptly ended 
reports he will become U.S. 
am bassador to the United 
Nations. He told President 
Nixon he will return to teach at 
Harvard University. 
Moynihan wrote the President 
Tuesday, telling him of his plans 
to leave the administration at 
the beginning of next year, 
White House press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said Friday. 
Ziegler said there are no 
immediate 
plans to 
replace 
Moynihan as head of the Urban 
Affairs Council.

MANILA (AP) — Pope Paul 
VI today called for an end to the 
Vietnam war as a means of 
“working for peace in the world

In a dramatic address, the 
pontiff urged “the pursuit of 
honest 
and 
sincere 
negotiations” and begged world 
leaders “to avoid any action that 
could harm the climate of un­ 
derstanding so necessary for the 
success of the current talks” in 
Paris. 
The Pope told 150 Vietnamese 
clergyman and laymen that he 
was

48 Killed In Jetliner 
Crash At Anchorage 
Airport Friday Night 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 
— A chartered DC8 jetliner 
carrying military personnel and 
dependents crashed, exploded in 
towering flames and burned on 
takeoff Friday night, killing 48 
of the 230 persons aboard. 
Three persons were missing, 
said an Alaska Air Command 
spokesman who gave the death 
total. 
The spokesman said 
168 
persons, more than 100 of them 
injured, were counted at a 
hospital on nearby Elmendorf 
Air Force Base. 
He said 11 
others were in Anchorage 
hospitals. 
The spokesman said the plane 
carried 219 passengers and 11 
crewmen. That was one more 
crewman than given in earlier 
reports. 
A survivor said the plane 
“ only climbed 
for 
a 
few 
minutes, then it sort of glided 
down.”

KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) — 
Four 
E ast 
G erm ans 
who 
escaped from Communist rule 
with 35-foot leaps from the 
railing of a cruise ship into 
turbulent waters of the Florida 
Straits enjoyed capitalist luxury 
today at the Plush Indies Inn on 
Duck Key. 
Karl Bley, who planned his 
own escape for more than a 
year, led the leap for freedom 
toward a waiting boat chartered 
by his brother, Eric. Three 


others, grabbing at opportunity, 
followed him into the water and 
also were rescued. 
After being granted tem ­ 
porary 
political 
asylum 
following interrogation at Key 
West, the four men went with 
Eric Bley to the Indies Inn, 
where he had waited four days 
for the ship’s arrival and the 
desperate gamble. 
A hearing on perm anent 
asylum is scheduled for Mon­ 
day. 
“Karl’s one part of the world 


and I’m from another, and we 
met right in the ocean. It’s 
really something,” said Erich 
Bley, Karl’s brother. 
The 
Bleys, 
using 
coded 
language in correspondence, 
said they had planned the 
escape for nearly a year, but in 
the last tense minutes a balky 
engine in the rescue boat almost 
destroyed their hopes. 
The four were plucked from 
the sea near here and raced to 
shore in a waiting boat. 
“ The two brothers were 


crying and laughing and frankly 
I was crying too,” said Bob 
Lowe, captain of the rescue 
boat. 
The East German men had 
been bound for Cuba aboard the 
cruise ship Volkerfreundschapf. 
Suddenly a light airplane buzzed 
the ship. 
That was Karl’s signal. He 
jumped. 
“I saw Karl go over, and then 
I saw the three others jump,” 
said Lowe. 
Those taking advantage of 


Bley’s 
escape 
route 
were 
Hendrick 
Kupfer, 
33, 
a 
pathologist, from Zwickau, East 
Germany; his brother Manfred, 
37, 
a 
neuropathologist 
from 
Leipzig; and Peter Rost, 37, a 
microbiologist from Zwickau. 
“We had no idea of escaping 
until the very instant Bley 
jumped,” Rost said. 
“I hope the political situation 
changes — not even a lot — just 
a little, so I can get her (his 
wife) out,” said Rost. “Yes, we 
are all m arried.”

The weather has turned cooler 
and we find that dogs like to run 
and hunt during the day as well 
as at night. For example one dog 
will leave home and pick up one 
to ten others along the way. 
They will track small animals 
and birds, all having a good time 
until they find a place where 
livestock and poultry are kept. 
These will naturally run whe n 
dogs are in the same area. 
This makes a good game for 
fthe dogs. In most areas the 
livestock or poultry cannot get 
away 
from 
dogs 
so 
they 
are defenseless. It doesn’t 
take long for dogs to kill 
or wound livestock or poultry 
when they can’t get away. 
The dogs will keep this up until 
they are run off or until they get 
tired, leaving behind dead and 
wounded victims. 
The dogs will all return home 
for a good rest, love and af­ 
fection, the owner not knowing 
where his pet has been. The dogs 
have had lots of fun so they wul 
return to this game again. 
Livestock and poultry are 
defenseless against dogs, so the 
Staté of California provides laws 
in the California Agriculture 
Code protecting livestock and 
poultry owners against dogs. 
Here are some of the laws you 


may not know about. 
Sec. 30955. It is unlawful for 
any person to permit any dog 
which is owned, harbored, or 
controlled by him to run at large 
on any farm on which livestock 
or domestic fowls are kept, 
without the consent of the owner 
of the farm, except for herding 
livestock, hunting or sporting 
purposes, or any competitive 
trials when the dog is within 
reasonable control or call of his 
owner or the agent of the owner. 
Sec. 31102. Any person may 
kill any dog in any of the 
following cases: 
(a) The dog is found in the act 
of killing, wounding, or per­ 
sistently pursuing or worrying 
livestock or poultry on land or 
premises which are not owned 
or possessed by the owner of the 
dog. 
(b) The person has such proof 
as conclusively shows that the 
dog has been recently engaged 
in killing or wounding livestock 
or poultry on land or premises 
which 
are 
not 
owned 
or 
possessed by the dog’s owner. 
Sec. 31501. The owner of any 
livestock or poultry which is 
injured or killed by any dog may 
recover as liquidated damages 
from the owner of the dog twice 
the actual value of the animals 
killed or twice the value of the 
damages sustained by reason of 
the injuries, as the case may be. 
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Milk Price 
Hiked In 
New Move 


Minimum milk prices in the 
Redwood Milk Marketing Area 
were increased as of last week, 
the department of agriculture 
has announced. 
In Sonoma, Napa, and Lake 
Counties, and the parts of Solano 
and Mendocino Counties in the 
Redwood marketing area, the 
minimum prices that consumers 
may be charged have increased 
by one-half cent per quart and 
one cent per half gallon. 
In Marin County, minimum 
retail store prices are increased 
one cent per quart and two cents 
per half gallon, and retail home 
delivery prices increased one- 
half cent per quart and one cent 
per half gallon. 
A D epartm ent spokesman 
said that the price increases are 
based on evidence presented at 
a public hearing held in San 
Rafael on October 13. The 
hearing was called in response 
to 
petitions 
from 
milk 
distributors requesting a price 
review. 
At the hearing, the higher 
costs 
of

and 
distributing milk were cited as 
making necessary the increased 
prices for distributors.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Nixon Reported Ready To Juggle 
Republican Lineup For 1972 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — Richard 
Nixon is an avid sports fan who 
knows that a losing team needs 
rejuggling. As evidence of his 
private distress over the recent 
election 
results, 
he is now 
scrambling to change his line-up 
for the Big Game in 1972. 
The star of the 1970 campaign, 
Spiro Agnew, clearly did not 
deliver the anticipated votes. 
Yet he is still Spiro the Hero to 
Republican partisans, 
par­ 
ticularly in the South. 
White 
House aide Harry Dent has 
already assured the party’s 
anxious Southern satraps that 
Agnew will remain on the ticket 
in 1972. 
This was purely Dent’s per­ 
sonal opinion. President Nixon 
has made no final decision but 
will wait until the Spring of 1972 
to evaluate Agnew’s political 
worth. 
The Vice President is 
expendable, 
say 
insiders, 
although the President’s at­ 
titude toward him is still 
favorable. 
The quarterback of the 1970 
campaign, Rogers C.B. Morton, 
almost certainly will be dropped 
as Republican national chair­ 
man. 
Morton is bitter over the 
blame he has received for the 
Republican defeats. 
He has 
complained privately that the 
White House called the signals 
in the 1970 campaign. The GOP 
setbacks were caused, he said, 
by the White House’s overem­ 
phasis on law-and-order and 
Agnew’s slam-bang campaign 
tactics. Morton also criticized 
the President for persuading 
able Congressmen to give up 
safe House seats to take a 
chance on the Senate. 
DARTS FOR AGNEW 
At a private party, Morton 
was given a dart board with the 
face of Agnew. 
‘I can make 
some use of this,” he said wryly. 
His most likely successor, say 
insiders, will be Donald Rum­ 
sfeld, if the President can talk 
him into taking over the GOP 
command. 
The President would like to 
get rid of Secretary of the In­ 
terior Walter Hickel for per­ 
sonal, not political reasons. 


Nixon has marked him down as 
“disloyal” for making public 
statements against presidential 
policies. The outspoken Hickel 
has said he wouldn’t resign 
gracefully. 
What did the most damage to 
the 
Republicans, 
Nixon 
believes, is the economic issue. 
He sould like to find someone 
more articulate than Secretary 
of the Treasury David Kennedy 
to explain the administration’s 
economic views. 
Kennedy’s fellow Mormon, 
George Romney, also lost 
stature because of his wife’s 
decisive defeat in Michigan. 
This has raised the President’s 
doubts about keeping Romney 
as Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development. 
The poor Republican showing 
in the farm belt has also made 
Secretary of Agriculture Clif­ 
ford Hardin expendable. 
And 
Small Business Administrator 
Hilary Sandoval has already 
been dropped because he failed 
to bring out the Mexican- 
American vote in Texas. 
On the other hand, Attorney 
General John Mitchell, who ran 
Nixon’s precision campaign in 
1968, can be expected to play a 
greater 
role 
in 
the 
1972 
preparations. 
There will be a realignment, 
too, of the White House staff. 
Harry Dent, for example, may 
be 
downgraded 
to 
the 
Republican National Committee 
staff as a measure of the 
P resid en t’s regard for his 
Southern strategy. 
The overriding factor in all the 
talk of change, meanwhile, is 
1972 politics. 
With his new 
lineup, the President is expected 
to play a more moderate game. 


MORE TAXES 
States, 
counties 
and local 
governm ents are only now 
reacting with horror to a bill 
that 
reduces 
their 
taxing 
authority on railroads, buses 
and pipelines. 
The bill, if 
passed, will send these govern­ 
ments elsewhere, probably to 
the already harassed middle- 
income taxpayer, for up to $500 
million a year. 
Approved by the Senate and 
now in the House, the measure 


gives favored property-tax 
treatment and low rates to 
“common carriers” no matter 
how many buildings, tracks and 
pipes are located on their 
transportation land. 
Vigorous lobbying by the 
railroads wangled this windfall 
out of the Senate. But a counter­ 
lobby has now been quietly 
mounted on Capitol Hill by 
consum er 
advocate 
Ralph 
Nader. 
DOSSIERS ON DISSIDENTS 
Senators have raised a howl 
over the Pentagon’s practice of 
keeping dossiers on anti-war 
protesters. These dossiers are 
based alm ost entirely upon 
new spaper 
clippings 
and 
hearsay reports. 
What the Senators don’t know 
is that the Justice Department 
has been compiling sim ilar 
dossiers loaded with newspaper 
clippings. Insiders tell us that 
the Justice Department now has 
over 13,000 dossiers on anti-war 
demonstrators. Only a dozen or 
so could possibly be suspected of 
violating any laws. 


CONSERVATIONIST 
BUCKLEY 
Senator-elect Jim Buckley, 
the New York conservative, 
wants to be on the Senate In­ 
terior 
Committee, 
which 
oversees the Interior Depart­ 
ment and much of the nation’s 
conservation efforts. 
He insists he is a true con­ 
servationist and is not involved 
in the ravages that his family- 
owned Catawba corporation has 
tried to visit on F lorida’s 
beautiful Lake Okeechobee. 
We 
have 
pow 
learned, 
however, that another Catawba 
affiliate, United Canso Oil & 
Gas, is pressing for permission 
tq exploit the oil in 957,512 acres 
of 
land 
on A laska’s 
con­ 
troversial North slope. 
Con­ 
servationists fear the giant oil 
rigs, roads and pipes will 
destroy wildlife on huge tracts of 
virgin Alaska land. 
The “uninvolved” Buckley is 
listed in United Canso’s most 
recent annual report as vice 
president of the Canadian firm 
and a member of its seven-man 
board of directors.

Safety Precautions For Motorcyclist To Heed Day And Night 


The motorcycle is a small 
unit, difficult to see day or night. 
After accidents in which a 
m otorcycle is involved, the 
driver of the other vehicle often 
explains that he ‘just didn’t see’ 
the motorcycle. 
Motorcycle riders can add a 
measure of safety by always 
riding with headlights on and by 
wearing light colored or bright 
clothing. 
In a recent survey of fatal and 


injury m otorcycle accidents 
those riders wearing helmets, 
suffered less than half as many 
head injuries as those not 
wearing helmets. 
The official said that the high­

Jim Valek 
Fired From 
lllini Job 


CHAMPAIGN, 111. (AP) — 
Jim Valek’s brief but con- 
troversail 
tenure 
as 
head 
football coach at Illinois is en­ 
ded. 
Valek, who had been fired 
earlier in the season only to have 
his players rally to the cause, 
was officially dismissed Friday 
by the University of Illinois 
Athletic Association’s Board of 
Directors. 
Valek, 43 and a star end for the 
Illinios 
in the late 1940s, was 
brought in following the lllini 
slush fund scandal in which 
Coach Pete Elliott had to be 
fired. 
In four years, Valek’s teams 
posted an 8-32 record while 
players continuously left the 
team because of differences 
with the coach. 
Ironically, when the board 
decided to fire Valek following 
the Ohio State game last Oct. 24, 
the players insisted the coach be 
retained for the final four games 
of the season. 
Because 
the 
players 
demanded Valek be retained or 
they wouldn’t play, the board 
and Athletic director Gene 
Vance had to relent. 
Valek went before the board 
on Nov. 13 and again Friday 
before the board officially 
released him. 
Following the 
action, Valek, usually out­ 
spoken, had no comment. 
Since 1913 when the lengen- 
dary Bob Zuppke took over as 
football coach, Illinois has had 
only four coaches. Zuppke was 
succeeded by Ray Eliot in 1942, 
before he retired to become an 
assistant athletic director, a 
post he still retains. 


and by Nick Parry (6-0, 170.) 
Right now, it looks like Ault at 
center, Perry or Smith at one 
forw ard 
and 
guard-turned- 
forward George Pettinger (6-1, 
150) at the other front-line spot, 
voted by his teammates as the 
other captain. 
In the backcourt leading 
candidates appear to be Larry 
Lyons (6-1,150,) Phil Mackey (5- 
8, 150) and Murray Wilson (5-8, 
125.) 
Coach Gleason calls Lyons 
perhaps the team’s top shooter 
to date, earning him a starting 
spot.
